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REMARKS 

Claims 1 and 3 are pending. Applicants' Attorney appreciates the Examiner's telephone 
message indicating that Claims 1 and 3 are allowable. 

Claims 1 1 and 12 were rejected as being unpatentable under 35 U.S.C. §112, first 
paragraph, under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) and 35 U.S.C. §103(a). Applicants respectfully disagree 
with the assessment of Claims 1 1 and 12; however, Claims 1 1 and 12 have been canceled 
without prejudice, solely to expedite prosecution. Applicants maintain the right to pursue these 
claims in a related Continuation or Divisional application.
